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*What Greater Courage Has Any Man Than to Stake His 
Career on Seeing Justice Done for the State's Destitute? 


At the very time Orval Faubus was flirting with Com- 


.munist doctrine in Commonwealth, back in 1935, the true 
ff-iends of public education and public charity were putting 
in a hard day's work for Arkansas. 


On February 28, 1935, according to the following 


day's copy of The Star in our bound files, O. A. Graves, 


.rJheo P. Witt, Charles Harrell and your'editor appeared 
%t a legislative hearing in Little Rock in behalf of the Hall 


bill to levy a 2 per cent state sales tax. 


Mr. Graves was attorney for the Hope School District 


and was southwest Arkansas leader for the administration 
of then Governor J. Marion Futrell. Mr. Witt and Mr. Har- 
rell were local school board members, and I was with the 
delegation because as editor I had fought all through 1933 
and 1934 for a state sales tax to rescue the public schools 
.from bankruptcy and to initiate some kind of program for 
relief of the aged destitute. 


:$' . 
So desperate was the situation of the schools that lo- 


cal teachers were discounting their salary warrants 2096 
-off.par. And except for county poor farms and church and 
;"priyate charity there was no provision whatever for aged 


paupers. 


We got no help whatever from Hempstead county's 


delegation in the legislature—one senator and two repre- 


....sentgtives. Two of the three voted against the Hall sales 


tax bill and the other failed to vote at all. 


Governor Futrell, whom this newspaper had supported 


-;.,,in his campaign, was originally against the bill—but as 
•4ime ran out on the legislative session he switched his po- 


•'• sition. The sales tax bill passed and went to the governor 


for signature March 12, 1935—two days before adjourn- 
ment—and became effective May 1 the same year. 


'..'.'• ' The original Hall bill appropriated 65% of sales tax 
.revenues to the public schools and the balance 35% to the 


• general revenue fund for welfare work. Later legislatures 
made the division aproximately 50-50—and this is the 
foundation stone of today's free education program and 


. the aid to destitute old folks.

It wasn't accomplished by some glib-tongued orator 


. from the hills debating the May Day nicieties of Moscow's' 


Red Square—it was done by the traditional American way . 


.... of..devising a practical tax program andjbanging away at 


it until we got action—-from a dubious governor a hard- 
headed legislature, and an evasive people. 


I don't let the people out on this sharge—not at all. 


Nobody likes taxes. What everybody likes is something 
that is free. But this sort of thinking won't cut the must- 
ard.

You'd think it would, to listen to Orvol FaUbus-^—with 


his smooth tongue and his big give-away ideas. But as cus- 
todian of local and state political history I mean to remind 
you of a truth you must feel deep down in your heart: Fau- 
bus is a fraud, a promisor of benefits simply to get himself 
elected . . .a vqice as empty of substance as the air that 
brings it to you. 


Faubus has devoted his campaign in both the prefer^ 


ential and runoff primaries to stirring Lip 
the 
people 


against Governor Cherry's handling of welfare benefits. 
Yet it was the preceding administration, in which Faubus 
himself was a key figure (highway commission chairman), 
that handed Governor Cherry a prize package. 


The other administration free-loaded the welfare 


rolls until the money situation became so tight it not only 
couldn't increase individual payments, already the lowest 
in America, but it wasn't going to be able to maintain 
them at the existing level. 


First, the law^was changed to permit making public 


the names of all tlnose drawing public charity. Thousands 
got off the rolls—for reasons bast known to their kin- 
folk. 


Second, others were dropped involuntarily because 


of necessary enforcement of regulations which originate 
with the federal government, that puts up a -large part of 


. the welfare funds distributed by state governments. 


Under Governor Cherry the total welfare rolls' are 


somewhat smaller but individual benefits going to the des- 
titute have increased.

At the very time Orval Faubus was flirting with Com- 


.munist doctrine in Commonwealth, back in 1935, the true 
ff-iends of public education and public charity were putting 
in a hard day's work for Arkansas. 


On February 28, 1935, according to the following 


day's copy of The Star in our bound files, O. A. Graves, 


.rJheo P. Witt, Charles Harrell and your'editor appeared 
%t a legislative hearing in Little Rock in behalf of the Hall 


bill to levy a 2 per cent state sales tax. 


Mr. Graves was attorney for the Hope School District 


and was southwest Arkansas leader for the administration 
of then Governor J. Marion Futrell. Mr. Witt and Mr. Har- 
rell were local school board members, and I was with the 
delegation because as editor I had fought all through 1933 
and 1934 for a state sales tax to rescue the public schools 
.from bankruptcy and to initiate some kind of program for 
relief of the aged destitute.

So desperate was the situation of the schools that lo- 


cal teachers were discounting their salary warrants 2096 
-off.par. And except for county poor farms and church and 
;"priyate charity there was no provision whatever for aged 


paupers. 


We got no help whatever from Hempstead county's 


delegation in the legislature—one senator and two repre- 


....sentgtives. Two of the three voted against the Hall sales 


tax bill and the other failed to vote at all. 


Governor Futrell, whom this newspaper had supported 


-;.,,in his campaign, was originally against the bill—but as 
•4ime ran out on the legislative session he switched his po- 


•'• sition. The sales tax bill passed and went to the governor 


for signature March 12, 1935—two days before adjourn- 
ment—and became effective May 1 the same year. 


'..'.'• ' The original Hall bill appropriated 65% of sales tax 
.revenues to the public schools and the balance 35% to the 


• general revenue fund for welfare work. Later legislatures 
made the division aproximately 50-50—and this is the 
foundation stone of today's free education program and 


. the aid to destitute old folks.

It wasn't accomplished by some glib-tongued orator 


. from the hills debating the May Day nicieties of Moscow's' 


Red Square—it was done by the traditional American way .

I don't let the people out on this sharge—not at all. 


Nobody likes taxes. What everybody likes is something 
that is free.

You'd think it would, to listen to Orvol FaUbus-^—with 


his smooth tongue and his big give-away ideas. But as cus- 
todian of local and state political history I mean to remind 
you of a truth you must feel deep down in your heart: Fau- 
bus is a fraud, a promisor of benefits simply to get himself 
elected . . .a vqice as empty of substance as the air that 
brings it to you. 


Faubus has devoted his campaign in both the prefer^

At the very time Orval Faubus was flirting with Com- 


.munist doctrine in Commonwealth, back in 1935, the true 
ff-iends of public education and public charity were putting 
in a hard day's work for Arkansas. 


On February 28, 1935, according to the following 


day's copy of The Star in our bound files, O. A. Graves, 


.rJheo P. Witt, Charles Harrell and your'editor appeared 
%t a legislative hearing in Little Rock in behalf of the Hall 


bill to levy a 2 per cent state sales tax. 


Mr. Graves was attorney for the Hope School District 


and was southwest Arkansas leader for the administration 
of then Governor J. Marion Futrell. Mr. Witt and Mr. Har- 
rell were local school board members, and I was with the 
delegation because as editor I had fought all through 1933 
and 1934 for a state sales tax to rescue the public schools 
.from bankruptcy and to initiate some kind of program for 
relief of the aged destitute. 


:$' . 
So desperate was the situation of the schools that lo- 


cal teachers were discounting their salary warrants 2096 
-off.par. And except for county poor farms and church and 
;"priyate charity there was no provision whatever for aged 


paupers. 


We got no help whatever from Hempstead county's 


delegation in the legislature—one senator and two repre- 


....sentgtives. Two of the three voted against the Hall sales 


tax bill and the other failed to vote at all. 


Governor Futrell, whom this newspaper had supported 


-;.,,in his campaign, was originally against the bill—but as 
•4ime ran out on the legislative session he switched his po- 


•'• sition. The sales tax bill passed and went to the governor 


for signature March 12, 1935—two days before adjourn- 
ment—and became effective May 1 the same year. 


'..'.'• ' The original Hall bill appropriated 65% of sales tax 
.revenues to the public schools and the balance 35% to the 


• general revenue fund for welfare work. Later legislatures 
made the division aproximately 50-50—and this is the 
foundation stone of today's free education program and 


. the aid to destitute old folks.

It wasn't accomplished by some glib-tongued orator 


. from the hills debating the May Day nicieties of Moscow's' 


Red Square—it was done by the traditional American way . 


.... of..devising a practical tax program andjbanging away at 


it until we got action—-from a dubious governor a hard- 
headed legislature, and an evasive people. 


I don't let the people out on this sharge—not at all. 


Nobody likes taxes. What everybody likes is something 
that is free. But this sort of thinking won't cut the must- 
ard.

You'd think it would, to listen to Orvol FaUbus-^—with 


his smooth tongue and his big give-away ideas. But as cus- 
todian of local and state political history I mean to remind 
you of a truth you must feel deep down in your heart: Fau- 
bus is a fraud, a promisor of benefits simply to get himself 
elected . . .a vqice as empty of substance as the air that 
brings it to you. 


Faubus has devoted his campaign in both the prefer^ 


ential and runoff primaries to stirring Lip 
the 
people 


against Governor Cherry's handling of welfare benefits. 
Yet it was the preceding administration, in which Faubus 
himself was a key figure (highway commission chairman), 
that handed Governor Cherry a prize package. 


The other administration free-loaded the welfare 


rolls until the money situation became so tight it not only 
couldn't increase individual payments, already the lowest 
in America, but it wasn't going to be able to maintain 
them at the existing level. 


First, the law^was changed to permit making public 


the names of all tlnose drawing public charity. Thousands 
got off the rolls—for reasons bast known to their kin- 
folk. 


Second, others were dropped involuntarily because 


of necessary enforcement of regulations which originate 
with the federal government, that puts up a -large part of 


. the welfare funds distributed by state governments. 


Under Governor Cherry the total welfare rolls' are 


somewhat smaller but individual benefits going to the des- 
titute have increased.

At the very time Orval Faubus was flirting with Com- 


.munist doctrine in Commonwealth, back in 1935, the true 
ff-iends of public education and public charity were putting 
in a hard day's work for Arkansas. 


On February 28, 1935, according to the following 


day's copy of The Star in our bound files, O. A. Graves, 


.rJheo P. Witt, Charles Harrell and your'editor appeared 
%t a legislative hearing in Little Rock in behalf of the Hall 


bill to levy a 2 per cent state sales tax. 


Mr. Graves was attorney for the Hope School District 


and was southwest Arkansas leader for the administration 
of then Governor J. Marion Futrell. Mr. Witt and Mr. Har- 
rell were local school board members, and I was with the 
delegation because as editor I had fought all through 1933 
and 1934 for a state sales tax to rescue the public schools 
.from bankruptcy and to initiate some kind of program for 
relief of the aged destitute.

So desperate was the situation of the schools that lo- 


cal teachers were discounting their salary warrants 2096 
-off.par. And except for county poor farms and church and 
;"priyate charity there was no provision whatever for aged 


paupers. 


We got no help whatever from Hempstead county's 


delegation in the legislature—one senator and two repre- 


....sentgtives. Two of the three voted against the Hall sales 


tax bill and the other failed to vote at all. 


Governor Futrell, whom this newspaper had supported 


-;.,,in his campaign, was originally against the bill—but as 
•4ime ran out on the legislative session he switched his po- 


•'• sition. The sales tax bill passed and went to the governor 


for signature March 12, 1935—two days before adjourn- 
ment—and became effective May 1 the same year. 


'..'.'• ' The original Hall bill appropriated 65% of sales tax 
.revenues to the public schools and the balance 35% to the 


• general revenue fund for welfare work. Later legislatures 
made the division aproximately 50-50—and this is the 
foundation stone of today's free education program and 


. the aid to destitute old folks.

It wasn't accomplished by some glib-tongued orator 


. from the hills debating the May Day nicieties of Moscow's' 


Red Square—it was done by the traditional American way . 


.... of..devising a practical tax program andjbanging away at 


it until we got action—-from a dubious governor a hard- 
headed legislature, and an evasive people. 


I don't let the people out on this sharge—not at all. 


Nobody likes taxes. What everybody likes is something 
that is free.

You'd think it would, to listen to Orvol FaUbus-^—with 


his smooth tongue and his big give-away ideas. But as cus- 
todian of local and state political history I mean to remind 
you of a truth you must feel deep down in your heart: Fau- 
bus is a fraud, a promisor of benefits simply to get himself 
elected . . .a vqice as empty of substance as the air that 
brings it to you. 


Faubus has devoted his campaign in both the prefer^

At the very time Orval Faubus was flirting with Com- 


.munist doctrine in Commonwealth, back in 1935, the true 
ff-iends of public education and public charity were putting 
in a hard day's work for Arkansas.

day's copy of The Star in our bound files, O. A. Graves, 


.rJheo P. Witt, Charles Harrell and your'editor appeared

bill to levy a 2 per cent state sales tax. 


Mr. Graves was attorney for the Hope School District 


and was southwest Arkansas leader for the administration 
of then Governor J. Marion Futrell. Mr. Witt and Mr. Har- 
rell were local school board members, and I was with the 
delegation because as editor I had fought all through 1933 
and 1934 for a state sales tax to rescue the public schools 
.from bankruptcy and to initiate some kind of program for 
relief of the aged destitute.

So desperate was the situation of the schools that lo- 


cal teachers were discounting their salary warrants 2096 
-off.par. And except for county poor farms and church and 
;"priyate charity there was no provision whatever for aged 


paupers. 


We got no help whatever from Hempstead county's 


delegation in the legislature—one senator and two repre- 


....sentgtives. Two of the three voted against the Hall sales 


tax bill and the other failed to vote at all. 


Governor Futrell, whom this newspaper had supported 


-;.,,in his campaign, was originally against the bill—but as 
•4ime ran out on the legislative session he switched his po- 


•'• sition. The sales tax bill passed and went to the governor 


for signature March 12, 1935—two days before adjourn- 
ment—and became effective May 1 the same year. 


'..'.'• ' The original Hall bill appropriated 65% of sales tax 
.revenues to the public schools and the balance 35% to the 


• general revenue fund for welfare work. Later legislatures 
made the division aproximately 50-50—and this is the 
foundation stone of today's free education program and 


. the aid to destitute old folks.

It wasn't accomplished by some glib-tongued orator 


. from the hills debating the May Day nicieties of Moscow's' 


Red Square—it was done by the traditional American way . 


.... of..devising a practical tax program andjbanging away at 


it until we got action—-from a dubious governor a hard- 
headed legislature, and an evasive people. 


I don't let the people out on this sharge—not at all. 


Nobody likes taxes. What everybody likes is something 
that is free. But this sort of thinking won't cut the must- 
ard.

You'd think it would, to listen to Orvol FaUbus-^—with 


his smooth tongue and his big give-away ideas. But as cus- 
todian of local and state political history I mean to remind 
you of a truth you must feel deep down in your heart: Fau- 
bus is a fraud, a promisor of benefits simply to get himself 
elected . . .a vqice as empty of substance as the air that 
brings it to you. 


Faubus has devoted his campaign in both the prefer^

Other good and courageous governors have grappled 


with the identical problem. 


Back in 1909 Governor George W. Donaghey was 


inaugurated, and one of his first measures was to set up 
a State Tax Commission to equalize Arkansas assessments. 
'*£nown as Act 257 of 1909, it was heralded in its original 
form as a model law, and was copied by other states. But 
the wolves cut it to pieces with crippling amendments. 
Other states put Ddnaghey's idea into practice-^— while his 
-own people let it die at home. 


Governor Donaghey was before my time in Arkansas. 


But I knew personally and covered the campaign of a 
later governor who was equally competent and courageous. 


John E. Martineau became governor in 1927 and, after 


viewing the shameful assessment system, decided the

ousiness community protested, and:offered, as an alterna- 
tive, to support a state-wide reform of the tax assessing 
and collecting system..

Martineau, however, distrusted the offer, rejected 


the compromise, and fought to the last ditch for his income 
tax idea. But the bill was beaten. •

Governor Martineau then-reminded the businessmen 


of their pledge'to accomplish a tax assessing reform.- But 
nothing came of it.

Looking back over the years . . . first Donaghey .-.'. . 


#£nd then Martineau . . . you can understand yvhy Arkansas 


eventually .driven to enact- not only a'state'income 


tax but a state sales tax also. 


And knowing the pressure to. constantly..'.increase, 


these special levies you can understand why another far- 


seeing governor, Francis Cherry, asked a committee of 
business and professional people to see what they could 
work out on the ad valorem tax front. 


The Joint Tax Revision Committee of November 


1952 picked up almost verbatim what is known as the 
Iowa Local Budget Law, one of the model ad valorem 
tax measures of America. We sent our recommendation 
to Governor Cherry, and if was cleared to the legislature 
with only one major change: We had recommended 
that tax assessors be appointed instead of elected — but 
the state-wide county tax assessors association blew up 
such a storm that Governor Cherry had to retain the 
elective assessor in order to get the measure through the 
legislature. 


Faubus, is running around the state saying that 


"Cherry's 100% amendment is going to raise your taxes 
fivefold." There's no more truth in that than in anything , 
else Faubus tells you. 


Arkansas businessmen .don't usually recommend 


something to the state house that is likely to ruin them 
personally — and you can take my word for it that the 
members of the Joint Tax Revision Committee have a 
pretty good size stake in Arkansas property. 


All that the so-called 100% Amendment proposes 


to do is just what we've been talking about for a genera- 
tion— equalize assessments. 


The Proposed Amendment doesn't affect your tax 


in dollars by so much as a penny. 


If you've been assessing at 20% of market value, 


and levying a'tax of 50 mills, then the levy to cover the 
same fiscal budget under the 100% assessment plan 
would automatically drop to 10'mills. 


No one changes your total tax bill in dollars under 


the Proposed Amendment unless you yourself go to the 
polls in a local government or school district election and 
vote for a bigger budget and the millage necessary to 
cover it.

A Hempstead county school director asked me the 


other day how we would take care of;outstanding, school-" 
bond issues in Which the millage guarantee is fixedv The 
Proposed Amendment provides that in local budgets "there 
shall be set aside an amount equal to the maximum 
amount collected for the retirement of each issue of out- 
standing bonds any year prior" to the effective date of 
this measure.

I have set down these facts at some length .because, 


(1) I know 'em, and (2) they do Governor Cherry justice 
in the minds of all responsible citizens.
